about it. In case you are interested Mr. Hosty destroyed the 
note on "orders of Mr. Howe. Mr. Gemberling was handling the 
case. Mr. Bill Anderton (possibly Anderson) and Mr. Horton 
also knew of i^. Mr. Gemberling knew about the note and 
saw it but it was destroyed on instructions of Hr. Howe. 

I advised Mr. Bassett of Mr. ^Q^|3call in order 
that he consider this information in connection with his 
continuing inquiries into the matter.
